The German government in the note 
made public here today, similarly with 
its receipt by the Entente and Wash- 
ington 
governments, 
proposes that 


twenty billion of the total bo raised 
before July 1, 1927, by a bond issue at 
normal rates of interest on the inter- 
national money market, five billion 
would be raised before July 1, 1929, in 
the same manner, and the remaining 
sum similarly before July 1, 1931. 


The note asserts that Germany, in 


accordance with existing treaties, will 
also make payments in kind which are 
to be credited to her account. 


The note expresses the government's 


conviction that the new proposal rep- 
resents the utmost limit of -Germany's 
capacity to pay and expresses grave 
doubts as to whether the offer does not 
exceed her ability in view of the heavy 
dislocation 
and 
weakening of 
the 


Reich's economic organization caused 
by the Ruhr occupation. 


In case the creditor governments do 


not share Germanv's belief that no 
unprejudiced party could arrive at a 
higher estimate in view of the condi- 
tions, the Berlin government proposes 
that the whole reparations question 


ba left to the decision of an Inter- 
national commission, free from every 
political influence, as 
suggested 
by 


Secretary Hughes. The German gov- 
ernment sets forth that 
an 
inter- 


national loan syndicate and the rep- 
arations commission shall determine 
the manner in which the nation's re- 
sources and sources of revenue that 
have already been pledged under the 
treaty can be given concrete form and 
what guarantees are to be provided 
in each particular case.

wonder why in the name of reason we as a rfation are so sog- 
gily intent on Americanizing every man, woman and child thai 
comes here ? Who are we, anyway, that we want to whittle 
'down every man till he looks like the automaton, the fake 
'American' the stomach-sickening pink and white boy in the 
subway ads? And we want to do it to their souls and hearts 
'and passions, too- 


"There's something the European, the Asiatic, can bring us 


"does bring us," she urges. <(But for the most part we shove it 
aside or, what is worse, go .and peer at it and poke shy, snob- 
bish forefingers into it and label it "Queer and interesting.' " 
She finds many things in the foreign-born population to admire 
and wonder at. 


This point of view, extreme as it is, represents a wholesome 


reaction from the impossible ideal of turning every immigrant 
into a "100 per cent American." Even if that could be done 
would it be altogether desirable ? 


Suppose the percentage were made a little more modest 


and the immigrant were given credit for, say, 10 or 20 per cent 
of qualities admirable in themselves and tending, just because 
they were different, to add richness and variety to American 
life? 


Surely one of the last things a genuinely free and demo- 


cratic country would want to do would be to cast everybody, 
native or foreign-born, into exactly the same mold. 


As a matter of fact, there is no definitely recognizable 


American type. And if Americans became all exactly alike, 
thinking, speaking and acting alike, they would cease to be 
Americans. 


There should be unity in essentials—that is what Ameri- 


canism means. But real Americanism takes for granted dif- 
ference in nonessehtials. It might even be said that those 
"nonessentials" are necessary to make life worth living.

A Disappointment- 


President Harding is a great disappointment to many Am- 


ericans. There is no violation of confidence in saying that he 
has grievously disappointed-many of those Americans who 
voted against him. It may be that he has also proved to be a 
disappointment to some of those politicians who did the best 
they knew how to bring about his election when nearly all the 
voters were forliim, but there is nothing noteworthy and im- 
portant in that. Politicians are everlastingly being disap- 
pointed in the candidate whom they helped to elect. 


But in more ways than one President Harding has been a 


disappointment to legions of otherwise good Americans. Be- 
fore his election he was only an "availability" candidate. . It 
was confidently said that he was the weakest candidate the 
Republican party could put up, and that he was nominated 
because of his weakness, and that if elected, as was improb- 
able, he would be a rubber-stamp President for a "coterie." or 
bunch of senators whose patriotic impulses went no further 
than holding down their jobs. 


The President is a great disappointment. 
He 'has simply 


dismayed those who knew he had a rubber-stamp tempera- 
ment and that he would follow the easiest way in all things. 
He seems to have shocked a number of gentlemen who wear 
Republican badges and who believed that Candidate Harding- 
made promises from the front porch at Marion just because 
they had a pleasing sound and tickled the ears of some foolish 
persons who believed in them. In vetoing certain bills, in ad- 
vocating others and in instructing certain Republicans as to 
what the party under his leadership stands ,for the President 
has acted more after the fashion of a battering ram than a rub- 
ber stamp.

AMATEUR FORECASTER 


PREDICTS RAINY MAY 


Boston, May 1—A warm and show- 


ery May is predicted by A. E>. Elmer 
of 64 Commonwealth avenue, the ama- 
teur weather prophet, whose predic- 
tions ftave interested many 
readers 


throughout New England and 
have 


often been strikingly accurate, based, 
as they are on a system perfected by 
JVIr. Elmer which is entirely different 
from that used by the government j 
weather stations. 


"Twice a year" he says, "the weath- 


er system shifts its schedule, like the 
railroads. The latter, however, change 
for a short summer, while the weath- 
er change is for winter. Thus after 
five 23 day periods, 115 days, or April 
20, the summer schedule replaced the 
winter and a warm wave temporarily 
took the place of the duo Polar turn. 


'This would make the date of May's 


warm turn the 13th. May should warm 
rapidly, turn cool at the end of the 
first week, then heat increase, fol- 
lowed by a decline in the middle of 
the month. Another rise would 
be 


followed by the principal cool turn of 
the month, the 23, though less severe 
with the progressing season. The last 
week would be warm and. the month 
generally so.

• The nejv arrangement would bring 
the more intense storm period May 17- 
21, and the lesser onus the Sth and 
Sth and from the 31st to June 1st. 
"With the rising air of summer, rain 
Storms turn into showers except when 
the most intense period is under wet 
control! as this"mld~May. Then show- 
ery, weather should alternate, with, fair 
the rest of the month. The cool turn

from nicotine poisoning, is declared by 
Dr. E. P. Roser to be "so small as to 
be almost negligible." This should be 
tidings of comfort and joy to many 
smokers in America, where, according 
to dispatches received here something 
like a crusade is under way against 
"My Lady Nicotine." She is there de- 
nounced it is said as a "dissipated jade 
who is responsible for much that is 
injurious to health." 


Dr. Kogers's opinion is based on ex-, 


periments conducted by himself to de- 
termine the action of fire on the to- 
bacco consumed. He has just pub- 
lished an account of them with the 
conclusions he has reached. ' __ 


He first took ten grains of tobacco 


steeped in alcohol and water in order 
to

nicotine.

said the solution was strong" enough 
to kill a dogr weighing four stone.

About two hundred and 
fifty miles' 


from the const of France on the morn- 
ins of*September 5, 1918, the Mount 
Vernon and 
Agamennon 
in convoy, 


escorted by six destroyers, -were pro- 
ceeding homeward-bound from Brest, 
speed, eighteen 
knots, 
twenty^one 


statute miles per hour. The weather 
was fine and the sea smooth, making it 
possible to see a periscope a. long dis- 
tance. Everything -was favorable and it 
looked as i£ we were about to add one 
more trip across the war zone to our 
credit. Suddenly a periscope popped up 
above the surface of the water about 
five- hundred yards distant. Our star- 
board bow gun opened fire at once, but 
the periscope remained on the surface 
only a few seconds. Just as it disap- 
peared the wake of a torpedo was seen 
coming straight for the ship and im- 
mediately after struck us,'throwing up 
a huge column of water on our star- 
board side amidships. 


The explosion was so terrific that for 


an instant it seemed that the ship was 
lifted clear out of the water and" torn 
to pieces. Men at the after guns and. 
depth charge stations were thrown to 
the deck, and one of the five inc^i guns 
thrown partly out of its mount. Men 
below in the vicinity of the explosion 
were stunned into temporary uncon- 
sciousness. 


It was soon ascertained that the tor- 


pedo had struck the ship fairly arnid- 
ship, destroying four of the eight fire 
rooms and flooding the middle porfion 
of the ship from side to side for a 
length of one 'hundred and fifty feet. 
The ship instantly settled ten feet in- 
crease in draft, but stopped there. This 
indicated that' the water-tight bulk- 
heads were holding, and we could still 
afford to go down two and one half feet 
move before she would lose her float- 
ing buoyancy. 


The immediate problem was to avo-« 


a second torpedo'.To do this two things 
were necessary, to attack the enemy. 
and to make more speed than he could 
make submerged. The depth charge 
crews jumped to their feet r.lid immed- 
iately started dropping depth bom\i>.

dropped, exploding at regular intervals 
of one hundred and fifty feet apart and 
one hundred and fifty feet below the 
surface of the water. This work was 
beautifully done. The explosions must 
have shaken the enemy up, at any rate 
he never came to the surface again to 
get a look at us. The- other factor in 
the problem -was to 
make 
as much 


speed as possible. Not only in order to 
escape an immediate attack, but also 
to prevent the submarine from track- 
Ing us and attacking after night fall. .. 


The men in the fire rooms knew that 


the safety of the ship, 'depended on 
their bravery and steadfastness to duty 
It is ^difficult to conceive of a more 
trying ordeal to one's courage than was 
presented to every man in the fire 


1 rooms that escaped destruction. 
The 


profound shock nt the esplosionj fol- 
lowed by instant darkness, falling soot 
and particles, the certain knowledge 
that they were far below the water le- 
vel, enclosed practically in a trap, the 
imminent danger of the ship sinking, 
the'added threat of exploding boilers— 
all these dangers and more must have 
been apparent to every man below, and 
yet not one man wavered in standing 
by his post of duty. No better example 
can possibly be given of the wonderful 
fact that with a brave and disciplined 
body of American men all things are 
possible. However strong may be their 
momentary impulse for self preserva- 
tion, in extreme danger, their control- 
ling impulses are to stand by tlie:r 
stations at all hazards. 


In at least in two instances In this 


crisis below, men who were actually in 
the face of death did actually forget 
and ignore their impulse for self pre- 
servation, and endeavored to do what 
appeared to them to bo their duty, C. L. 
O'Connor, water tender, was in one of 
the flooded fire rooms. He was thrown 
to the floor and instantly enveloped in 
flames from the burning gasses from 
the furnaces, but instead of rushing to 
escape, he turned and endeavored to 
shut a watertight door leading into a 
large bunker above the fireroom, but 
the hydraulic lever that operated the 
door had been injured by the shock and 
failed to function. Three men at work 
in this 
bunker 
were 
drowned. If 


1 O'Connor had succeeded in shutting the 


I door, the- lives of these men would have 


I been saved, as well as considerable 
buoyancy saved to the ship. The fact 
that he, though profoundly stunned by 
the shock anil almost fatally burned by 
the furnace gasses, should have had 
presence 01 mind and the courage to 
endeavor to shut the door is as great 
an example of heroic devotion to duly 
as it is possible for one to imagine. 
Immediately after attempting to close 
the door, O'Connor "eras caught in a 
swirl of inrushing -water and thrust up 
a ventilator leading to the upper deck. 
He was yilled up through the ventila- 
tor by a wv> lowered to him from the 
upper deck. 


The torpedo exploded on a bulkhead 


separating two firerooms, the explosive 
effect being apparently about equal In 
bo.th firerooms, yet in one fireroom not 
a man was saved, while in the other 
fireroom two men escaped. The explo- 
sion blasted through the outer and in- 
ner skin of the ship and through an 
intervening coal bunker and bulkhead, 
burling overboard seven hundred and 
fifty tons of coal. The two men saved 
were working the fires within thirty 
feet of the- explosion, and just below 
the levcl,\vhere the torpedo struck. 


It is difficult to see how it was pos- 


sible for these men to have escaped the 
shower of debris, coal and water that 
must instantly have followed the ex- 
plosion. However, the two, men were 
not only saved, but seem to have re- 
tained full possession of their faculties. 
Both of .them were knocked down and 
blown.across the fireroom. Their sen- 
sations were first a sHerwer of flying 
coal, followed by an overwhelming in- 
rush of water that-swirled them round 
and round and finally thrust them up 
:gainst the gratings above the top of 
the firerooms. Both of them fortunately 
struck exit openings 
in the gratings 


and escaped. 


One of the men, P. Fitzgerald, after 


landing on the lower grating and while 
groping his "way through the darkness 
trying to find the ladder leading above, 
stumbled over a body of a man lying 
on the grating. He at first thought the 
man dead,, but on second impulse he 
turned and aroused him and led him 
to safety. The man had been stunned 
into semi consciousness and would un- 
doubtedly have been lost if Fitzgerald 
had not aroused him. As a matter of 
fact the -water rose at once ten feet 
above this grating as the ship settled 
to the increased draft. 


Another interesting instance of pres- 


ence'of mind and the effect of doctrine 
and training may be cited. The attack 
occurred when all tile men not on 
watch were at breakfast. One of the 
mess rooms Is on the lowest deck aft, 
and it happens that there is only one 
exit to the 
compartment. 
Naturally 


when tie shock of the explosion came 
the men 'at the tables made a rush for 
the exit hatch. One of the men, Tho- 
mas F- Buckley 
by name, 
at first 


thrown to the deck by the force of the 


only one Mt-"' The doctrine haxl 
constantly preached to the men that 
one hit would not sin* +be sfcfp If every 
man woolcl do- hfs foil duly. This warn- 
ing from Buckley was electrifying. All 
men immediately" calmed themselve* 
and went, not to tfccir hoats to abandon 
ship, but to their collision stations to,i 
save her. 


From what has been outlined above, 


the following inference may be safely 


•n. That however gave the danger, 


well trained and intelligent body o£ 


Americans do not lose their heads. The 
whole mental mechanism of the ship 
was instantly directed Otwards 
the 


work in hand. On the decks abore to 
attack the enemy with guns and bombs 
In firerooms and engine rooms below, 
to keep the boilers and engines going. 
The details as to- how -well this was 
done can be explained, only In the dry 
official reports, but here it may be said 
that a. barrage of five depth bombs 
were fired within one minute and; tet» 
secon'ds after the explosion, and though 
half the boilers were destroyed, and the 


j water blown out of all, the remaining 
[boilers by,the initial shock of the ex- 
plosion, and though one hundred and 
flfty feet of the ship was flooded and 
she was down to forty feet draft, the 
ship never slowed below six knots, and 
within two hours was 
making- two 


thirds of her best rate of speed. 


This story wou-ld not be complete 


without the mention of the part played 
by, the ship's hospital corps,-and the 
one hundred and fifty poor 
helpless 


wounded and crippled 
soldiers who 


had done th&ir part so nobly on «he 
battlefields of France 
and 
were on 


their -way home and deserved to get 
there. Within a very few minutes after 
the explosion, all of these poor 
were safely stowed' In three 
.vrapped in warm blankets and served 
^•itli hot soup and other refreshments. 
They were made so comfortable in the 
ioats that they preferred to remain in 
them all the way back to Brest for a 
period of about eighteen hours.
